MANILA — As wind en-

At their Nov. 29 meet- 
ing, supervisors approved 
a resolution that says wind 
energy development “re- 
quires both offshore and 
onshore development ac- 
tivities, which can signifi- 
cantly impact the region’s 
economy, communities, 


and natural resources.” 
Deputy County Ad- 
ministrative Officer Sean 
Quincey described the res- 
olution as a call for com- 
prehensive local discus- 
sion on an emerging new 


industry and its effects. 

“A central aspect of 
these issues has been an of-

Holiday scammers are seriously trying to Grinch you

HUMBOLDT — With the holiday 
season upon us, so too are scams. This 
week the Humboldt County Sheriff's 
Office received the report of a fake 
check scam targeting a local resident. 

The resident recently received an 
unsolicited parcel in the mail con- 
taining a Cashier’s Check for $2,675 
made out to the victim and a letter 
claiming to be from “North American 
Financial.” 

The letter tells the recipient that 
they have been selected the winner of 
the “North America Consumer Pro- 
motion Draw” and are entitled to re- 
ceive $250,000 as a result. 

The letter tells the recipient that 
the enclosed check is to cover “pro- 
cessing and insurance fees” and in- 
structs the recipient to contact a 
phone number listed on the letter for 
further instructions. 

The offer may sound like a nice 
deal, but it’s too good to be true. The 
check is a counterfeit. If deposited, it 
will be returned to the victim’s bank 
unpaid, and the full amount will be 
deducted from the victim’s account. 

Protect yourself from scams this 
holiday season by following these 


easy tips: 

¢ Be wary of unsolicited calls, texts 
and emails. Scammers often pretend 
to be someone you trust, like a gov- 
ernment official, a family member, a 
charity, or a company with which you 
do business. Don’t send money or give 
out personal information in response 
to an unexpected request — whether 
it comes as a text, a phone call or an 
email. If a scammer is impersonating 
a loved one or government official, 
call back at a publicly listed number 
for the organization from which the 
scammer claims to be or contact your 
loved one directly. 

* Verify the legitimacy of a web- 
site before online shopping. If a sale 
sounds too good to be true, it prob- 
ably is. Type a company or product 
name into your favorite search engine 
with words like “review,” “complaint” 
or “scam” prior to buying from a new 
website. 

* Don’t click links from unsolicit- 
ed texts and emails. A popular scam 
involves receiving a text or email that 
asks you to click on a link for a num- 
ber of phony reasons, such as to get 
an update about the delivery date of 
an order, track the package location, 


give your payment preferences, pro- 
vide delivery instructions or pay a 
shipping fee. Clicking on the link may 
infect your phone or computer with 
malware that enables a cybercrimi- 
nal to capture your passwords or take 
control of your device. Or it may direct 
you to a form that requests personally 
identifying information, which can be 
a gateway to identity theft. 

¢ Use caution completing social 
media giveaways. Online giveaways 
may solicit personal information in 
the form of an entry survey. Be cau- 
tious about what information you 
are giving away as it could be used to 
commit identity fraud or other types 
of cybercrime. Only enter giveaways 
from accounts you know and trust. 

¢ Look for inconsistencies. Online 
and mail scams often include spelling 
errors, inconsistent email address- 
es or sender information, and more. 
While grammatical mistakes do occur 
in official mail and emails from time 
to time, the errors found in scams are 
often very obvious.

He said sea level rise has 
been a matter of continuing 
study and discussion for the 
city, and outside experts are 
available to review the ongoing 
activities for the commission. 

¢ Lack of multi-modal in- 
frastructure. Commissioner 
Dan Tangney said he lacked 
information, and Chair Ju- 
lie Vaissade-Elcock agreed, 
stressing the importance of 
the matter in Gateway plan- 
ning.

The Gateway Area, Loya 
noted, will include private- 
ly-owned public spaces with 
recreational opportunities — in- 
cluding pocket parks, expanded 
sidewalks and landscape ease- 
ments. Mayer cautioned that 
such spaces must be carefully 
defined so as to ensure that 
they don’t drift into exclusively 
private use over time.

Loya said 3D modeling 
of the Gateway Area’s Barrel 
District will help shed light on 
the shading aspects of devel- 
opments there. 

* Parking. Loya said there 
are a number of ways to ad- 
dress parking, including stan- 
dards for private projects, and 
parking structures with park 
and ride nodes. “There’s a lot 
on parking already,” he said. 
Commissioners were receptive 
to Loya’s suggestion that the 
matter be addressed “organi- 
cally” during future hearings, 
and commissioners agreed. 

¢ Accessibility. Loya said 
the city wants to promote ac- 
cessibility, and that the com- 
mission could go “above and 
beyond what’s required” by 
including it in the Communi- 
ty Benefits component. White 
said that “we could do more,” 


and hoped for an community 
member with experience in 
the subject to give testimony. 

¢ Gentrification and af- 
fordability. Loya said there 
are incentives in place to 
promote affordability, and 
that the city works to wrangle 
grants for low-cost housing. 
He said the Community Ben- 
efits program could help en- 
sure a housing balance. 

¢ Impacts on the Creamery 
District and Creamery Build- 
ing. A study session is planned 
to address the GAP’s impacts 
on the Creamery District. 

During what Loya called a 
“lightning round,” commis- 
sioners gave quick takes on 
remaining points. 

¢ Fiscal impacts. Further 
discussion is planned when 
fiscal impacts return as a 
business item. 

¢ Tsunami storm surge. 
The entire Gateway Area is 
out of the tsunami surge area, 
though that could change 
with sea level rise, and near- 
by areas are in the surge area. 
The commission decided this 
would be covered under the 
sea level rise discussion. 

+ Lack of diversity in design. 
This will be considered later. 

¢ Construction impacts. 
Commissioners and _ staff 
agreed that construction im- 
pacts are inevitable. Mayer sug- 
gested considering timing and 
order of construction, includ- 
ing public infrastructure, as 
part of minimizing disruption. 

¢ Land acquisition. Loya 
said acquisition of parkland 
is built into the GAP per pre- 
vious Planco suggestions, and 
that satisfied the commission. 

Loya said the exercise was 
helpful in clarifying the pro- 
cess for staff. “We need to 
make progress,” he said.

Federal law forbids local govern- 
ments from regulating based on RF 
emissions and Supervisor Steve Ma- 
drone resents it. 

“That kind of stuff rubs me very 
wrong, when the federal government 
tries to say, ‘No, you don’t get to have 
a say in this,” he said. “And it’s some- 
thing that very well may be affecting 
people’s health.” 

He added there’s “a tremendous 
amount of information and I’m some- 
what skeptical about the safety of all 
of this.” 

The 5G transmitters are short- 
range and provide service in popu- 
lated areas. The ordinances apply 
to unincorporated county areas and 
Madrone named Central Avenue in 
McKinleyville as a location that could 
see them. 

Draft versions of the regulations 
include requiring design review for 
small-scale facilities within 500 feet 
of a residence, which includes public 


notice and a hearing. Madrone sup- 
ported reducing the setback to 300 
feet. 

Four people raised concerns about 
5G during a public comment peri- 
od, including former Arcata Mayor 
Paul Pitino. He questioned why the 
ordinances don’t define places like 
schools and nursing homes as “sensi- 
tive receptors.” 

Laurie Birdsall, also an Arcata res- 
ident, said a design review process for 
5G isn’t enough. 

“Don’t make us fight for it — it’s 
your job to fight for us,” she contin- 
ued. “We don’t want to be the sitting 
ducks, we don’t want to be the experi- 
ment, we need you to protect us.” 

Planning Director John Ford re- 
sponded by saying he doesn’t want to 
encourage “unrealistic expectations” 
of regulating 5G based on the health 
concerns. 

He said local requirements based 
on radio-frequency impact arguments 
wouldn’t be viable and would expose 


the county to liability risks. 

It’s a situation that causes some 
angst. “In my job, one of the hardest 
things to deal with is public expecta- 
tion that can’t be satisfied — and that’s 
just painful,” Ford said. 

There was also debate about how 
to regulate non-5G cell towers. Su- 
pervisor Michelle Bushnell said in her 
Southern Humboldt district, there’s 
lots of demand for better cell phone 
service and she’s wary of making it 
too difficult to do so. 

But Third District Supervisor Mike 
Wilson said in his district, residents 
want limits on cell tower height, light- 
ing and placement. 

Supervisors approved regulations 
that add a requirement for discretion- 
ary public reviews if a new tower is 
built on a site with an existing tower. 
The draft regulations allowed stream- 
lined permits in those situations. 

The residential setback reduction 
to 300 feet is also included in the ap- 
proved ordinances.

Da’ Yas —- “Where the Cypress Are” Park 


Crtry oF EUREKA 

EUREKA - 20/30 Park, 
located in the City of Eure- 
ka, was established in 1952, 
and made possible with as- 
sistance by the 20/30 Club, 
a service club comprised of 
20 to 39 year-old men, no 
longer active in our region. 

Since then, the City of 
Eureka was awarded a 
$6.3 million grant from 
California State Parks to 
completely renovate 20/30 
Park. An RFPQ was issued 
and Melton Design Group 
(MDG) was the winning 
design firm. 

Community input, di- 
versity, accessibility and 
inclusivity have been inte- 
gral parts throughout the 
park improvement project. 
Eureka residents shared 
their vision and desired 
features for the park at 
outreach events, both in 
person and by Zoom, and 
online surveys. 

Radio ads, social media, 
City eNewsletters, posted 
flyers and direct mailers 
to the neighborhood were 
all used to solicit feedback. 
MDG and city staff worked 
to incorporate this infor- 
mation into the final design 
with construction sched- 
uled to begin in early 2023. 

The revitalized park will 
include an Egret and wa- 
tershed themed all-inclu- 
sive playground, multi-use 
sports courts, new parking 
and restrooms, art instal- 
lations, fitness equipment, 
accessible pathways, grass 
play area for volleyball and 
soccer, new plazas (pub- 
lic gathering places) on 
California Street and Pine 
Street as well as upgrades 
to Jacob Haney Ball Field. 

From the beginning of 
the project and throughout 
the design process, recog- 
nizing and honoring the 
20/30 Club and their con- 
tributions has been a high 
priority. This effort will 
be reflected by dedicating 
a 20/30 Plaza within the 
park that includes plaques 
and interpretative signage 
celebrating our local Eure- 
ka history. 

City staff and MDG part- 
nered with the Wiyot Tribe 
to include interpretive, 
cultural and educational 
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BY POPULAR DEMAND 20/30 Park, likely to soon be 


Da’ Yas Park. 


elements in the park de- 
sign such as including na- 
tive plantings used in the 
practice of cultural activi- 
ties and signage containing 
Soulatluk (Wiyot language) 
in addition to English. 

With the park slated to 
receive major improve- 
ments, new signage will be 
needed. This overall pro- 
cess provided an oppor- 
tunity to consult the com- 
munity about the park’s 
identity. The first renaming 
survey shared information 
about the origin of the park 
and its current name. 

Of the 249 responses 
received, over 75 percent 
supported renaming the 
park. Survey respondents 
were also provided the op- 
portunity to suggest possi- 
ble names. 

The majority of the re- 
spondents expressed a de- 
sire for the park to have a 
Wiyot name. 

The top three names 
were identified and in con- 
sultation with the Wiyot 
Tribe, the best possible 
translations were provid- 
ed along with audio files 
to hear the name pronun- 
ciation: (1) Wiqudi’ Park 
— “Pine” Park (after Pine 
Street which borders the 
park), (2) Da’ Melughiyan 
Park — “Where the Egrets 
Are” Park (after the Egret 
play structure), and (3) Da’ 
Yas Park — “Where the Cy- 
press Are” Park (after the 
cypress trees found in the 
park). 

The final renaming de- 
cision was placed in the 
hands of Eureka’s resi- 
dents. An article published 
in local newspapers iden-

tified the three name op- 
tions and provided a link 
so readers could easily vote 
for their favorite. Over 830 
community members took 
part in the renaming survey 
and Da’ Yas Park — “Where 
the Cypress Are” Park re- 
ceived the most support at 
326 votes or 39.09 percent 
of responses. 

The proposed new name 
was presented to the Open 
Space, Parks and _ Rec- 
reation Commission at 
their Oct. 27, 2022 meet- 
ing and was unanimously 
approved. The renaming 
proposal was sent to the 
Planning Commission for 
consideration at the No- 
vember 14, 2022 meeting 
where it was also unani- 
mously approved. 

Based on the survey 
outcomes and communi- 
ty feedback received, City 
staff supports the com- 
munity’s recommenda- 
tion of the name Da’ Yas 
Park — “Where the Cypress 
Are” Park as an appropri- 
ate name for the reimag- 
ined and revitalized park. 
By having the park name 
in Soulatluk (Wiyot lan- 
guage), it assists the tribe 
with their language revital- 
ization efforts, recognizes 
and provides representa- 
tion of the Wiyot commu- 
nity, their elders both past 
and present as well as fu- 
ture generations. 

This name was to be 
considered for final ap- 
proval at the Eureka City 
Council meeting on Tues- 
day, Dec. 6. eurekaca.gov/

The special meeting will 
be dedicated to reviewing 
the draft ordinance for the 
McKinleyville Town Cen- 
ter, which includes proper- 
ties between McKinleyville 
Avenue and Pierson Park, 
and from Railroad Drive to 
Heartwood Drive. 

The largest undeveloped 
area of the McKinleyville 
Town Center is located 
behind the McKinleyville 


Shopping Center and south 
of Hiller Road. 

Life Plan Humboldt, a 
non-profit, is considering 
building a campus-like “ag- 
ing in place” community 
on undeveloped property 
south of Hiller Road. 

One of the issues hold- 
ing up the project is the 
wetland definition that will 
be included in the ordi- 
nance. 

Ford said that if the

Build tiny home villages 


Dear Mayor Atkins-Salazar, Vice Mayor 
Schaefer, members of the City Council and 
David Loya, 

I am writing with a sense of urgency 
since I understand the City is poised to sell 
off “surplus” property owned by the City. 

Instead of selling the property to a de- 
veloper to construct “affordable housing,” 
which as you know, can be interpreted in 
a very loose manner, why not keep the 
property and lease it for say $1 a year to 
an organization such as Housing Hum- 
boldt to create homes for the “houseless” 
in Arcata? 

The biggest hurdle to creating a Tiny 
House Village is obtaining property, so this 
could be a way to help solve Arcata’s very 
serious “homeless problem.” 

These type of villages have been suc- 
cessfully tried and are being created all 
over the Nation: Salt Lake City, Utah, 
Austin Texas, Hawaii, Seattle, Wash. and 
all over California! 
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Many throughout the state and nation 
are very small created to serve as transi- 
tional housing. 

Why not make them a little bigger, say 
up to 400 sq. ft. with complete kitchen, 
bathroom with shower and living, dining 
area for permanent housing? 

The resident could begin with renting 
(up to their income ability) with the view 
to owning their own little home. (The rent 
going toward the purchase price). 

Services could be provided such as case 
managers, counseling for jobs, mental and 
health,etc.) or bus tickets provided for 
transportation to such services.

Fe wrote in his 1835 De- 

mocracy in America that 
one of America's distinguishing 
characteristics was its citizens' ea- 
gerness to participate in commu- 
nity betterment. If he were here 
today, Trinidad might serve as 
an example of the best in citizen 
involvement and spirit of volun- 
teerism. 

Trinidad Museum Society, 
began as founder Bruce Pettit's 
idea in 1980, was incorporated in 
1983, opened to visitors in a boat 
shed (now Moonstone Crossing 
Winery) in 1984, and then moved 
to its rehabilitated 1899 Sang- 
ster-Watkins-Underwood-Susan 
home in 2009.

ello, 
H Last month, I attended the Unit- 
ed Nations Climate Change Confer- 
ence (COP27) in Egypt with Speaker Nan- 
cy Pelosi, and I saw how the reality of our 
worsening climate crisis is changing the 
conversation on a global scale. 

The conference buzzed with excitement 
over the Biden administration’s histor- 
ic climate achievements like the Inflation 
Reduction Act and Infrastructure Invest- 
ments and Jobs Act, and our days were 
packed with discussions on ways to build 
on these accomplishments. But we know 
there is still a lot of work to do to meet the 
goals the world’s top scientists tell us are 
necessary to prevent the worst effects of 
our warming planet. 

Tackling the climate crisis will continue 
to be my highest priority in Congress, and 
I’m grateful to have constituents that are 
just as engaged in this moral and economic 
imperative. You can read more about my 
experience at this year’s COP at huffman.

We received some amazing news last 
month in our fight to restore the Klam- 
ath River. The Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission (FERC) has issued a deci- 
sion that clears the way for the removal 
of four Klamath River dams. This con- 
sequential decision is the result of years 
of difficult work by our dedicated North 
Coast tribes, conservationists, and the 
leadership of California and Oregon law- 
makers. 

We know other dam removal projects 
in the West have seen dramatic beneficial 
responses for fisheries and wildlife, and 
the Klamath River has tremendous poten- 
tial to recover and rebuild as this work is 


completed. I’m incredibly proud to have 
worked alongside many colleagues and ad- 
vocates to right this wrong and restore bal- 
ance to the river. 

What else I’ve been working on 

¢ Promoting Offshore Wind: During 
a recent trip to Humboldt, I joined local 
leaders to announce the new partnership 
between the Humboldt Bay Harbor Dis- 
trict and Crowley Wind Services to bring 
offshore wind to the North Coast. This his- 
toric project will create thousands of jobs, 
allowing us to both reach climate goals and 
strengthen the economy. 

e Addressing Plastic Pollution: 
Along with Senator Cory Booker, I intro- 
duced my Protecting Communities from 
Plastics Act, which would address the plas- 
tic pollution crisis that is fueling climate 
change and exacerbating environmental 
injustice.
